By recent decree a tax of 400 mil­ 
lion rubles a year was levied upon 
all fancies having one servant, and 
500 million rubles for each additional 
maid or butler In the house. 
At the 
present rate of exchange 100,000,000 
rubles is the equivalent of $3. 
The minimum wage for servants in 
Moscow today, by a ruling of the 
central trade union is 200 millon per 
month. 
All servants must be secur­ 
ed through a government labor bu­ 
reau, and failure to register each 
household worker, or endeavors to 
avoid paying the servants* tax. Is 
punishable by imprisonment and fine.

They do not flare up in flame, but 
burn slowly, smouldering away for 
years until they eat themselves out;

coals and must be sealed up to keep 
the air from them. 
The trouble is caused when a fire

N EW ORLEANS, Feb. 3.—A tale 
of horror, recounting how ten Bailors 
of the Aguila Petroleum Company's | 
tanker San Leonardo were cremated

And, withal, by far and large they 
derive a full measure of enjoyment 
from their calling. 
Given a miscel­ 
laneous assemblage of turf followers 
including owners, trainers, caretak­ 
ers, and "swipes/* and there will be 
evolved rare wit, sarcasm, reminis­ 
cence and observation embodying the 
laughable, ludicrous, grotesque and 
even pathetic. 
Many are the tales 
that have been told of certain horses, 
their owners and drivers that were 
intensely in te re stin g and not a few 
exceedingly ludicrous—but there are 
others. For instance: 
Many years ago, before th) powers 
that be that make rules and regula­ 
tions controlling “sport of kings’* had 
interdicted it, certain wise and foxy 
turfmen invented a species of 
elec­ 
tric battery designed to invigorate 
(?) and put m ettle into an otherwise 
shirking goer and this appliance iu 
the hands of a 
competent driver- 
elect rician was the means of snatch­ 
ing victory from what would other­ 
wise have been defeat, and, maybe, 
the flag—and thereon hangs an un­ 
published tale. 
Ervin Inventor— 
Frank Ervin, a southwest Missouri 
horseman, widely known over many 
circuits, invented a battery for use 
on a ‘‘sour headed” pacer that had 
kicked several carts to pieces, 
and 
had broken a leg or two for Frank. 
The battery enabled Ervin to make 
a useful racing tool of a horse that 
otherwise would have been worth 
less, so he made and sold several of 
the appliances to other trainers who 
had bad ones on their hands, and fin­ 
ally It was used to “persuade” loafers 
and “wise ones'* that quit when the 
pinch came, until its use was prohib­ 
ited by the law’s of the harness turf. 
One time at the 
Memphis 
meet 
where Ervin had 
a number 
of en­ 
tries, a Nebraska darky known as 
Eph Hudson had an old gray trotter 
entered for one of the $1000 purses. 
Old Gray was a notorious “sojer,” as 
Eph 
called 
him. 
“Dat 
ole 
oats- 
houn* kin trat like lightnin* whin he 
w'ants to, but blast his ole hide, he 
quits too soon. He'll go helletyscoot 
till I gits him aroun 'to der three- 
quarter pole, den, bingo! 
he lays 
down on me. 
Trot? W‘y Boss, dat 
ole white son-of-a-gun kin trot like 
de debbil is atter him whin he wants 
to. But jest w’hin I goiter chance to 
land in de money, de ole kuss quits, 
jest slows up like he’s tired.” 
W ith the persistent preceding op­ 
timism and hope 
above alluded to 
Eph had been scraping together en­ 
try money and eats for Old Gray ami 
losing w’ith religious regularity until 
his charger (?) had become a stand­ 
ing joke with the bookies over all the 
circuits. 
One afternoon preceding the day 
on which Old Gray was scheduled to 
start, atter Ervin had won a race, he 
was approached by Eph in a very de­ 
jected mood and mien. “Mistah Ur- 
vun,** he asked, “Would you all lend 
me datar battery you all uses?” 
“Say Eph, you're joking, ain’t you? 
Why should I loan you my battery? 
You don't know how’ to use i t Why, 
nigger, if you used that battery on 
that old w’hite skate of yours, he’d 
kill you.
